company.

pects of the Manhattan. 


Sold Other Branches. 


Mr. Cuthbert said that, the Man- 


hattan company was only doing a pipe 
line business at. present.

Manhattan sold its refinery 
to 
the 


Solar Refining company, its oil produc- 
tion to the Ohio Oil company and the 
tank cars to the Union tank line. 


All three companies, the witness 


said, he understood were controlled 
by the Standard. The pipe system of 
the Manhattan company was connect- 
ed with the pipe lines of Ihe Brooklyn 
Pipe Line company in Ohio and with 
the Indiana Pipe Line company in In- 
diana. Mr. Culhbort testified that the 
capital stock of tho Manhattan, afliT 
its purchase, W;IR gradually reduced 
from jL'.oon.nnn to $ir>.ono.

an of great beauty and evident culture. 
The woman went, to the hospital Fri- 
day night and asked to he taken care 
of. Her refined appearance attracted 
much attention and before she he- 
came delirious she told who she was 
and asked that her relatives In Indi- 
anapolis be notified. 
A prompt re- 


sponse came from Indiana. 


The hospital was notified to take 


the best care of her, but she sank 
rapidly and died.' Further, than this 
the hospital authorities refused to tell 
Ihe police anything and took every 
precaution to guard tho woman's se- 
cret from becoming public.

tablished that states and localities en- 
joying exceptional advantages shall 
contribute in a material way. 


"In view of our position, both physi- 


cal and political, it devolves 
upon 


Illinois to define her division of the 
great water route up-n Ihe largest 
scale of depth practicable and lo pro- 
vide for such work and such control 
thereof as will disarm criticism and 
satisfy the country that she has per- 
formed her .lust proportion. 


"With such legislation I believe we 


can expect every assistance desired 
by the federal government." 


Wants Reforms. 


The governor urged tho passage of 


a new primary ' election 
law, one 


avoiding the imposition of even tho 
slightest, limitation upon the power of 
the people freely and directly to ox- 
press their views, nr.d to hnve their 
views control In the nomination of 
candidates.

clared him insane and made applica- 
tion for his commitmenl to iho Ccn- 
t.rnl insane- hospilal ai Indianapolis. 


Yesterday a. letter was received from 


Fannie, who posed as the girl-wife 
of Gaddis and who deserted him the 
day after he was incarcerated on tho 
charge of stealing canned fruit from 
the Victor neighborhood. 
The letter 


was mailed at. Montpelier. Ind.. and 
was the first received by Gaddis from 
the woman. 


In the letter she said she had read 


in the papers that it. war, being ru- 
mored thai, the murder of Robinson 
was the outcome of a quarrel over 
cards between Gaddis and Robinson. 
"I will come hack and testify there 
was" no card game going on at the 
house on the night, of the Killing if 
you send for me." ..ne letter 
read.
